Guthrie, Okla., March 19.—In order 
to get a final roll call on bills pend­ 
ing in the house, the Legislature to­ 
day recommended its concurrent reso 
lution for adjournment at noon, with 
the indication that another resolution 
'vill pass closing the special session 
at 12 o’clock tomorrow. 
Passage of 
a concurrent resolution by the 
Sen­ 
ate last night, suggesting to the peo­ 
ple addition 
of 
the 
grand 
father 
clause to the suffrage article of the 
State Constitution so raised 
the ire 
of Republican© that they began a fil­ 
ibuster in the House early this morn­ 
ing with the hope of killing time un­ 
til the 
hur 
then 
set for 
closing 
should arrive. 
The House grew stormy 
and, 
at 
noe time, belligerent with 
Republi­ 
cans and Democrats, standing in the 
eastern aisle of the 
chamber, were 
apparently ready to settle the matter 
according to rules other than 
thos'* 
recognized by the House. 
At this juncture 
the 
Senate 
an­ 
nounced reconsideration 
of 
the ad-1 
i mrnmeiit resolution, which 
action 
was followed by the 
House. Then 
for the purpose of making a correct­ 
ion, the grandfather resolution 
was I 
called. Here it rested until 
late in 
the afternoon, after the roll had been I 
called on practically all of the bills 
im nding in the House, when 
a new 
grandfather resolution by 
Senators 
Roddie and Taylor, appeared 
in the 
Senate and passed by a 
vote of 25 
to ll, a strict party alignment with 
the exception of Senator Davis, who 
voted no.” Senators Stafford of Ok­ 
lahoma 
county 
and 
Mcnninger of 
Atoka asked to bo excused from vot­ 
ing. 
“Steam Holler Mins. 
In the House the resolution went 
through by a vote of 59 to .31, all 
democrats supporting it save Messrs. 
Earle Hughes and Turner. The re­ 
publicans permitted a vote without 
discussion, Mr. Jones, the leader, an­ 
nouncing that the steam roller had 
mashed them out and that the ma­ 
jority could take the bait and go 
with it. 
The resolution suggests that such 
a provision for the constitution be 
initiated by the people, submitted un­ 
der the terms of the recently pass­ 
ed Taylor bill amending the initia­ 
tive and referendum act of the first 
legislature. The amendment suggested 
reads as follows:, 
“No person shall be registered as 
an elector of this state or be allow­ 
ed to vote in any election held here­ 
in, unless he be able to read and 
write any section of the constitution 
of the State of Oklahoma; but no 
person.who was on Jan. I, 1866, or at 
any time prior thereto entitled to 
vote under any form of government, 
or who at that time resided in some 
foreign nation, and no lineal descend­ 
ant of such person, shall be denied 
the right to register and vote be­ 
cause of his inability to so read and 
write sections of such constitution.” 
The matter under discussion in the 
house this morning which came near 
causing a disturbance was a motion 
by Mr. Durant limiting individuals 
debate to three minutes. Mr. Clark, 
one of the minority leaders, took the 
floor in opposition to the new rule, 
which he characterized as the worst 
gag he ever encountered and began 
criticising the majority for the way 
he said it put

through

house. He referred to passage of the 
county assessor’s bill, which, he said, 
showed Mr. Heim as voting in the 
affirmative, whereas he had cast a 
negative vote and since that vote con­ 
trolled the fate of the bill has asked

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that he voted against the bill, and ap­ 
plied ‘ that aho* ter and uglier word” 
to all on the Democrats* side who 
stated to the contrary. The roll was 
again called on the assessors’ hill, 
and it was defeated by a vote of 59 
to 41. 


The Thomas bill from the senate 
providing that the 
code 
of 
law s! 
should be arranged under direction 
of a committee fro nithe house and 
the senate was defeated by a vote 
of 51 to 31. The bill carried an ap­ 
propriation of $10,600 for printing 
and the work. There was a lengthy 
discussion as to the merits of such 
an arrangement, during which the re­ 
cent code commissioners, whom it 
was declared had “fallen out and 
would not speak as they met on the 
street” came in for their full share 
of citicism . 
The house refused to accept the re­ 
cent “amnesty” of the commissioners 
for the purpose of continuing the 
work. Mr. Ross said that the state 
had already spent $94,000 to get a 
code, and did not have one, and he 
favored the c. o. d. plan from this 
time on. Notwithstanding the bill had 
been defeated, the house reconsider­ 
ed it and then again beat it by a 
vote of 47 to 37. 
The governor’s message of yester­ 
day administering a rebuke to the 
republican caucus for its alleged ac­ 
tion toward members of the house 
investigating 
committee 
was 
read, 
which brought Mr. Jones to his feet 
with the statement that the gov­ 
ernor had been misinformed: 
“With all respect to the governor,” 
he said, “the governor has been im­ 
posed upon. I am caucus chairman 
for the minority. I have told the two 
republican, members of the commit­ 
tee that they had .heard the testi­ 
mony and it was their duty to do 
what is right, did I not say that?” 
(This to the republicans; they gave 
an affirmative reply.) 
“Did all of you say it?” some one 
from the democratic side called out. 
* We did,” came back the shout. 
“If it had been true, that is, that 
we 
did 
the 
things 
the 
message 
charges,” said Mr. Jones, “thin th* 
governor would have been justified. 
Mr. Harrison and Mr. Tillotson .shtu 
to the desk and had read portions 
of statements which they said ap­ 
peared in newspapers, telling of how 
the caucus viewed the charges, one 
of them being the recently publish­ 
ed ‘declarations” of the caucus. 
Mr. Jones disclaimed any knowl­ 
edge of the statements or where they 
came from. 
“My public life has been an open 
hook,” he said. “For twenty years I 
have been in Oklahoma. This is my 


last tem i in the state legislature, and I 
if there is anything that I valne 
above all else it is my individuality 
and manhood. This morning we put 
up the best fight that we knew how. 
while you had the steam roller all 
find up. It was not our purr lose to 
hurt anybody, but you an- bound to 
admit that we did the best we could. 
If the caucus did the things charg­ 
ed in 
the governor’s 
message, it 
would have been sub; ct to critic­ 
ism, and I will tell the governor so 
when I see him. The law he sug­ 
gests would be a good one, and I 
would vote for it We never did what 
he charges.” 
Senate Iii Session. 
The senate remained in session off 
and on most of the day; being prac­ 
tically clear of work it waited on 
the house. 
The two houses agreed to a usury 
bill, which accepts the house meas­ 
ure vitalizing the constitution and 
providing that of more than the con­ 
tract rate of interest is charged the 
person paying can recover by spit 
twice the amount of excess, provid­ 
ing suit is brought within two years, 
and added to the amount to be recov­ 
ered may be $10 for attorneys’ fees.

Albany, X. Y., March 19.—Another 
vitriolic attack by Senator Conger 
upon Senator Aids marked the closing 
hours of the senate bribery Investi­ 
gation. The legislator from Groton 
showed that his spirit was unbroken 
by the tension of the last six weeks 
"'hen his counsel recalled him as a 
witness and questioned him about the 
letter he wrote to Allds in May, 1901, 
shortly after Conger alleges Allds 
held up" the bridge companies for 
a $1,000 bribe. 
On the face of it, this letter ex­ 
presses the most friendly relations 
between the w riter and. the man ho 
accuses and concluded with the ap­ 
parently affectionate tribute: 
"I knew we could rely upon Jo” 
(Allds.) 
When Conger was a?ked what he 
meant by this phrase, 
he 
replied 
scornfully: 
"He (AUds) did what he was paid 
to do.” 
"I knew he was going to be in the 
legislature,” explained Conger, ‘‘an i 
I was not, and I wanted to keep his 
good will. I feared he might do the 
same thing again.” 
When Allds’ 
attorney, 
Lewis 
E. 
Carr, asked him: 
“Did you have in mind the pro­ 
motion of 
other 
private 
interests 
than the bridge interests?” Conger re­ 
plied quickly: 
That s hard to say. 
You 
never 
knew what they were going to prey 
upon.” 
Senator Conger’s brief testimony 
seasoned an otherwise monotonous 
day, devoted principally to the evi­ 
dence of his ink experts. 
Both of these witnesses contradict­ 
ed absolutely the assertion of the ex­ 
pert employed by Allds, who declar­ 
ed that the check stub which Con- 


| ger’s side exhibited as evidence that 
the $6,300 boodle fund drawn from 
the Groton bank on April 22, 1901, 
had 
been 
“doctored” 
by 
additions 
made nine years after the original 
writing. 
The senate engaged in a tedious 
wrangle 
just 
before 
adjournment, 
when Atto ney 
Osborne 
again 
at­ 
tempted to offer in evidence the let­ 
ter from the Acme road Machinery 
company, disclosing with rival con- 
company, disclosing an alleged prop­ 
osition to “pool” bids with rival con­ 
cerns. The “prosecution” has striven 
to connect Allds with this letter be­ 
cause he held stock in this com­ 
pany and at one time acted as its 
attorney. Chairman Davis finally de­ 
cided to submit this question to the 
senate next Tuesday. 
The senate had planned to close 
the testimony today, but when this 
quarrel arose the members conclud­ 
ed to adjourn the investigation over 
until Tuesday morning at IO o’clock. 
The hour from IO to ll will be de­ 
voted to closing the testimony, and 
the summing up will begin at ll 
o’clock.

In the House the resolution went 


through by a vote ol 59 to £1, all 
democrats supporting it save Messrs 
Earle Hughes and Turner Tho ' e- 
pubhcans permitted a vote without 
discussion, Mr Jones, the leader, an- 
nouncing that the steam roller had 
mashed them out and that the ma- 
jority could take the bait and go 
with \t. 


The resolution suggests that such 


a provision for the constitution be 
initiated by the people, submitted un- 
der the terms of the recently pass- 
ed Taylor bill amending the initia- 
tive and referendum act of the first 
legislature. The amendment suggested 
reads as follows:, 


"No person shall be registered as 


an elector of this state or be allow- 
ed to vote in any election held here- 
in, unless he be able to read and 
write any section of the constitution 
of the State of Oklahoma; but no 
person.who was on Jan. 1, 1866, or at 
any time prior thereto entitled to 
vote under any form of government, 
or who at that time resided in some 
foreign nation, and no lineal descend- 
ant of such person, shall be denied 
the right to register and vote be- 
cause of bis inability to so read and 
write sections of such constitution." 


The matter under discussion in the 


house this morning which came near 
causing a disturbance was a motion 
by Mr. Durant limiting individuals 
debate- to three minutes.' Mr. Clark, 
one of the minority leaders, took the 
floor in opposition to the new rule, 
which he characterized as the worst 
gag he ever encountered and began 
criticising the majority for the way 
he said it put things through the 
house.
